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On March 27, 1967, a confidential source, who has 
v ^ furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
J Martin Luther King and Stanley Levison, while in conference 
Vbn that date, decided to hold a meeting in New York City 
on April 4, 1967, to discuss fund raising for the SCLC. This 
decision was made in view of King’s antirVietnam'war statements. 
It was felt by Kin<^ and Levison that they might not be able to 
get funds for the SCLC and for King in view of his stateme nts^ 
and therefore, felt it necessary to consider other avenues 
throurh which funds could be raised, 

Among individuals expected to attend were Marry 
Wachtel, Levison, King, Jessie Jackson and Chauncey E skr idge 
(Chicago attorney and advisor to King and the SCLC). 

It was also revealed that on the same date. King 
would address a meeting at the Riverside Church, New York City, 
the purpose being to state his views with regard to statements 
he had made on Vietnam. It v/as felt that an explanation would 
counter any attacks made against him for having agreed to 
participate in the march of April 15, 1967 , sponsored By the 
Spring Mobilization Committee tc End the Jar in Vietnam.

Special Agents of the FBI also observed the , v* 
following activities at the hotel on April 4, 1967:^J4r 

Martin Luther King, Harry Jachtel and an unknown 
Negro male walked into the lobby at 10:55 a.m. and took the 
elevator that serviced the 15th floor; at 11:05 a.m., 

Andrew Young entered the hotel and took the same elevator; and 
at 11:12 a.m., Stanley Levison came into the hotel andtook the 
same elevator. 

On Aoril 5 , 196 7 , "The New York Times", on cage 1, 
carried an article captioned "Dr. King Proposes A Boycott 
of r «?ar". The article reported that King had a news conference 
in New York City on April 4, 1967, during which time he called

"The establishment of a date on which the United 
States will remove all foreign troops from Vietna^TL/in 
accordance with the Geneva Agreement of 1954." ^0- 

In tracing the course of American involvement in 
Vietnam, the article quotes King assaying that the United 
States was on the wrong side of a vrorld revolution and urged 
that United States leaders admit "that we have beenydrong from 
the beginning of our adventure in Vietnam". YX 
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In describing the Clergy and Laymen Concerned About 
Vietnam, the article in "The !Tew York Times'* said it was 
formed in 1966 and that it has about 5,000 to 6,000 members 
throughout the country.

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN

request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter.

BACKGROUND: King has been on a two-month vacation in Jamaica t 
writing a new book. During this time he has been attempting T 
to determine what direction he should take in regard^ to 
I national issues. His inclination is to direct his entire 
I efforts in opposition to the war in Vietnam. During the 




two weeks, he has started making public appearances again. 

In California on 2/25/67 he attacked the war in Vietnam and 
suggested quitting Vietnam, according to an article in ’’The 
New York Times. ,, At one point he made a statement that V\ 

might be considered revolutionary. He stated in part, "we 0 ' v 
have got to get out and demonstrate and protest until it 
rocks the very foundations of this Nation.” 

Also, while King was out of the country, the voter 
registration drive in Chicago failed miserably. He is very 
sensitive about this failure and feels it hurt his public 
image. He is also sensitive about allegations his personal 
appeal to the ghetto/Negro is waning.

He stated there was nothing political in his current 
visit to Chicago and re-affirmed his commitment to march in 
the "peace parade" which was to be held March 25, 1967, in 
Chicago. He stated that he would not change his views insofar 
as opposing war in general and the Vietnam situation in parti¬ 
cular, declaring that he did not believe his involvement with 
peace organizations would in any fashion hurt the civil rights 
movement. Reference had been made in his prepared remarks 
to agencies in Chicago which did not appear to be observing the 
open housing agreement which had been reached in August, 1966, 
in Chicago, and he stated that if the agencies involved, such 
as the Chicago Commission on Human Relations and the like, 
continued with their recalcitrant attitude, massive demonstra¬ 
tions could be expected in Chicago in the future. He stated 
that schools in the Chicago area generally must be more completely 
desegregated and indicated that marches by Negro students from 
all Negro schools to all while schools might be expected to 
spotlight the school problems. He noted that Cicero, Illinois, 
has a reputation of flouting itself as a segregated community, 
and remarked that demonstrations of necessity might be held in 
Cicero during the coming summer. 

Concerning King’s press conference on March 24, 1967, 
the "Chicago Tribune," a daily Chicago newspaper, contained an 
article in its March 25, 1967, edition. The article noted 
Kingfe criticism of the city administration generally to live 
up to the open housing agreement arrived at last summer, and 
his comment that it was clear to him that city agencies have 
not upheld their commitments in connection with the open housing 
pact. 


King specifically had charged that the Chicago 
Housing Authority, the Department of Urban Renewal and the 
Chicago Commission on Human Relations had reneged on the 
agreement and have "given credence to the apostles of social 
disorder who proclaimed the housing agreement a sham and a 
batch of false promises.

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King stated that the civil rights program in Chicago 
must be carried into Chicago’s suburbs this summer.

::saidlast summer that we had only postponed our march into Cicero. 
I think it is absolutely necessary for us to march into Cicero 
this summer." 


King stated that all efforts of the SCLC would be 
centered in Chicago this summer and that in addition to open 
housing, the SCDC and other representatives of the Chicago 
Freedom Movement (CFM) would concentrate on employment, slum 
conditions and education, as pertaining to the Negro minority 
here. When questioned about marching Negro students to all 
white high schools in Chicago, he stated, "I see no answer to 
the school segregation problem other than demonstrations. We 
will have to bring the issue to the streets."

This is the Council set up for the 
purpose of acting as a "watch dog" group to insure that the 
open housing pact would be implemented. 

Cook, in a press conference held on March 24, 1967, 
at 155 North Wacker Drive, Council headquarters, branded King’s 
warning made that same day that Chicago and Cicero may face 
"more massive" demonstrations during the coming summer as a 
"negative statement." He stated that talk of "marches, demonstra¬ 
tions, a possible riot and bloodshed has a tendency to uncork 
the bottle." He advised that he was not aware of King’s motiva¬ 
tion for these remarks, but felt that his comments did not help 
the situation. He commended the cooperation given him by local 
civil rights leaders on the Council, but in connection with 
criticisms made by representatives of the CFM of the implementa¬

In his book,’’This Time the World," copyrighted in 1961, 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialists 
(ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia‘ 

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News Leader," 
a Richmond» Viiginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL Lad, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly' which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism" in 
-a* Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoln Rockwell Party. 

On August 14, 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1956, as an international "National 
Socialist" movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf 
Hitler. He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality 
in this Party, that he is espousing a "line” of hatred against the 
Jews and Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distri¬ 
bution of literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and 
dominant political party in the United States and in foreign countries 

According to the "Stormtrooper’s Manual," an official 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the masses"; 
second, "the dissemination of our program and truth about the Party"; 
third, "organizing the people who have been converted to our propa¬ 
ganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through the votes of 
the newly-won masses." 

On August 19, 1966, the source advised that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL presently believes that he has completed the first two 
phases in his struggle for power and is well into the third stage, 
to wit, "the organizing of the people who have been converted to our 
propaganda." The source added that ROCKWELL had previously believed 
that he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 1965, 
and when defeated, hs made the statement that he was not ready for 
stage four. 

On December 27, 1966, the source advised that ROCKWELL 
mailed a communication to all members of the ANP entitied,"National 
Directive from the Commander, Effective 1/1/67." This communication 
reflected that the formal name of the Party would be "National 
Socialist White People’s Party" and they would still be known as 
the "American Nazi Party" and "American Nazis" for short.

THIS PROGRAM, WHICH WILL REHABILITATE SOME 500 FAMILY¬ 
SIZED UNITS IN THREE SLUM AREAS AND TURN THEM OVER TO 
NEIGHBORHOOD COOPERATIVES, HAS NOW TAKEN OPTIONS ON EIGHT 
BUILDINGS IN LAWNDALE AND EAST GARFIELD PARK HA VING SOME 
100 APARTMENT UNITS. WE ARE ALSO INVESTIGATING UNITS IN 
KENWOOD- OAKLAND. 

IN CONNECTION WITH OUR REHABILITATION PLANS, WE ARE 
DEVELOPING A PROPOSAL THAT WILL GO TO PRIVATE OR PUBLIC 
AGENCIES TO FUND A $300, 000 PROGRAM TO TRAIN REAL ESTATE 
MANAGEMENT SPECIALISTS, REHABILITATION SPECIALISTS, SERVICE 
AND MAINTENANCE PERSONNEL. 

WE HAVE ALSO INITIATED A MODEL COOPERATIVE BUYING CLUB 
FOR THE POOR -- PRIMARILY RELIEF RECIPIENTS WHO CAN UTILJZE 
FOOD STAMPS. SOME 200 FAMILIES NOW PURCHASE STAPLES AS WELL 
AS FRESH FRUITS, VEGETABLES, AND DAIRY PRODUCTS AT GREAT 
SAVINGS. 

ON ANOTHER RELATED FRONT, WE ARE IN THE PROCESS OF 
SOLIDIFYING THE GAINS MADE IN OUR CAMPAIGN TO CREATE VIABLE 
TENANT UNIONS. WE HAVE BROUGHT ABOUT GENUINE COLLECTIVE 
BARGAINING CONTRACTS AND THE MANY BENEFITS OF UNIONIZATION 
IN PLACE OF THE .CONTRACTUAL SERVITUDE OF STANDARD LEASES 
WITH THEIR LOPSIDED IMBALANCE OF LANDLORD RIGHTS AND TENANT 
RESPONSIBILITIES.

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MORE THAN 10, 000 PERSONS ARE NOW COVERED BY ABOUT A 
DOZEN MAJOR TENANT UNION CONTRACTS WITH LARGE OWNERS AND 
BUILDING-MANAGEMENT FIRMS. MORE THAN A DOZEN OTHER, SMALLER 
TENANT UNIONS HAVE SPRUNG UP AROUND THE CITY AND HAVE GAINED 
CONTRACTS THAT WILL RESULT IN REPAIRS AND REHABILITATION,

THE TENANT UNIONS REPRESENT A VIRTUALLY REVOLUTIONARY 
CHANGE IN THE TENANT-LANDLORD RELATIONSHIP. 

THESE ARE SMALL GAINS, INDEED,. WHEN WEIGHED AGAINST 
THE PONDEROUS PROBLEMS OF THE VAST MAJORITY OF THE CITY'S 
IMPOVERISHED BLACK COMMUNITY. THEY ARE, IN FACT, ONLY 
MODELS OF SOME OF THE STRUCTURAL CHANGES THAT MUST COME 
ABOUT BEFORE THOSE ENTRAPPED IN THE DEEP MINESHAFTS OF 
POVERTY AND SEGREGATION CAN BREATHE THE CLEAN AIR OF 
JUSTICE AND LIBERATION. 

I HAVE REVIEWED A REPORT DRAFTED BY THE FREEDOM 
MOVEMENT’S EVALUATION COMMITTEE, AND FROM PRELIMINARY 
CONVERSATIONS, IT IS CLEAR TO ME THAT CITY AGENCIES HAVE BEEN 
INERT IN UPHOLDING THEIR COMMITMENTS TO THE OPEN HOUSING PACT. 

I WILL NOT HERE ATTEMPT TO GO INTO THE DETAILS OF THE 
REPORT, BUT I MUST EXPRESS OUR SWELLING DISILLUSIONMENT WITH 
THE FOOT-DRAGGING, NEGATIVE ACTIONS OF AGENCIES SUCH AS THE 
CHICAGO HOUSING AUTHORITY, DEPARTMENT OF URBAN RENEWAL, AND 
THE COMMISSION ON HUMAN RELATIONS.

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IT APPEARS THAT FOR ALL INTENTS AND PURPOSES, THE PUBLIC 

AGENCIES HAVE RENEGED ON THE AGREEMENT AND HAVE, IN FACT,

GIVEN CREDENCE TO THE APOSTLES OF SOCIAL DISORDER WHO 
PROCLAIMED THE HOUSING AGREEMENT A SHAM AND A BATCH OF 
FALSE PROMISES. 

THE LEADERSHIP COUNCIL MUST RECOGNIZE THAT THE CITY'S 
INACTION IS NOT JUST A REBUFF TO THE CHICAGO FREEDOM MOVEMENT 
OR A COURTSHIP OF THE WHITE BACKLASH, BUT ALSO ANOTHER HOT 
COAL ON THE SMOULDERING FIRES OF DI6CONTENT AND DESPAIR 
THAT ARE RAMPANT IN OUR BLACK-QHB gTTTES. 

FOR MORE THAN A MONTH DURING THE MARCHES WE WERE TOLD

NEGOTIATION WERE THE ONLY WAYS TO SOLVE THE COMPLEX,

THIS AFTERNOON ABOUT OUR PRESENT INVOLVEMENT IN VIETNAM. 

WE ARE ALL AWARE OF THE NIGHTMARISH CASUALTIES OF WAR AS 
NEVER BEFORE. WE SEE THEM. IN OUR LIVING ROOMS IN ALL OF 
THEIR TRAGIC DIMENSIONS ON TELEVISION SCREENS, AST D WE READ 
ABOUT THEM ON OUR SUBWAY AND BUS RIDES IN DAILY NEWSPAPER 
ACCOUNTS. WE SEE THE RICE FIELDS OF A SMALL ASIAN COUNTRY 

BEING TRAMPLED AT WILL AND BURNED AT WHIM; WE SEE GRIEF-

STRICKEN MOTHERS WITH CRYING BABIES CLUTCHED IN THEIR ARMS 
AS THEY WATCH THEIR LITTLE HUTS BURST FORTH INTO FLAMES; 

WE SEE THE FIELDS AND VALLEYS OF BATTLE BEING PAINTED WITH 
HUMANKIND'S BLOOD; WE SEE THE BROKEN BODIES LEFT PROSTRATE 
IN COUNTLESS FIELDS; WE SEE YOUNG MEN GOING HOME HALF-MEN— 
PHYSICALLY HANDIC/P PED AND MENTALLY DERANGED; WE SEE 
CHILDREN .... THEIR BURNED, BROKEN BODIES STREWN ALONG THE 
ROADSIDE RUBBLE. 

A WAR IN WHICH CHILDREN ARE INCINERATED BY NAPALM, 

IN WHICH AMERICAN SOLDIERS DIE IN MOUNTING NUMBERS WHILE 
OTHER AMERICAN SOLDIERS, ACCORDING TO PRESS ACCOUNTS, IN 
UNRESTRAINED HATRED SHOOT THE WOUNDED ENEMY AS THEY LIE 
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ON THE GROUND, £ A WAR THAT MUTILATES TH’jCONSCIENCE. 

THESE CASUALTIES SHOULD BE ENOUGH TO CAUSE ALL MEN TO RISE 
UP WITH RIGHTEOUS INDIGNATION AND OPPOSE THE VERY NATURE 
OF WAR. 

BUT INSTEAD, OUR HEARTS GROW HARD AND COLD TOWARD 
THE MOUNTING SUFFERING, AND WE JUSTIFY THIS BESTIAL BEHA VIOR 
IN THE NAME OF FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY. 

ONE QUESTIONS WHETHER ANY GOOD END COULD POSSIBLY COME 
FROM SO EVIL A MEANS. CERTAINLY, WITH THE HORROR OF WAR SO 
NEAR AT HAND, INTELLIGENT MEN SHOULD CLEARLY SEE THAT 
THERE CAN BE NO VICTORY FOR HUMANITY THROUGH THIS 
CALCULATED INHUMANITY. THE ONLY VICTORY POSSIBLE THROUGH 
THIS KIND OF SLAUGHTER ON BOTH SIDES IS THE VICTORY OF EVIL 
OVER GOOD. THE QUESTION OF WHICH SIDE IS IN THE RIGHT IS 
MOOT INDEED. 

LET US EXAMINE THE VIEW THAT WE ARE FIGHTING FOR 
FREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY IN VIETNAM. 

A BRIEF LOOK AT THE BACKGROUND AND HISTORY OF THIS 
WAR REVEALS WITH BRUTAL CLARITY THE UGLINESS OF OUR POLICY. 
THE VIETNAMESE PEOPLE PROCLAIMED THEIR OWN INDEPENDENCE 
IN 1945 AFTER A COMBINED FRENCH AND JAPANESE OCCUPATION, 

AND BEFORE THE COMMUNIST REVOLUTION IN CHINA. THEY WERE 
LED BY THE NOW WELL-KNOWN HO CHI MINH, WHO HAD LED HIS 
PEOPLE'S RESISTANCE AGAINST THE JAPANESE. EVEN THOUGH THEY 
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' QUOTED THE AM]( ’.CAN DECLARATION OF INijE^NDENCE IN THEIR 
OWN DOCUMENT OF FREEDOM, WE REFUSED TO RECOGNIZE THEM. 
INSTEAD] WE DECIDED TO SUPPORT FRANCE IN ITS RE-CONQUEST 
OF HER FORMER CD LONY. 

PRESIDENT TRUMAN FELT THEN THAT THE VIETNAMESE 
PEOPLE WERE NOT ’’READY" FOR INDEPENDENCE, AND WE AGAIN 
FELL VICTIM TO THE DEADLY WESTERN ARROGANCE THAT HAS 
POISONED THE INTERNATIONAL ATMOSPHERE FOR SO LONG. WITH 
THAT TRAGIC DECISION, WE REJECTED A REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT 
SEEKING SELF-DETERMINATION, AND A GOVERNMENT THAT HAD 
BEEN ESTABLISHED NOT BY CHINA (FOR WHOM THE VIETNAMESE 
HAVE NO GREAT LOVE), BUT BY CLEARLY INDIGENOUS FORCES 
THAT INCLUDED SOME COMMUNISTS. BUT WE SHOULD REMEMBER 
THAT THE GOVERNMENTS OF VIRTUALLY ALL OUR ALLIES IN 
WESTERN EUROPE HAVE ALSO AT TIMES INCLUDED SOME COMMUNISTS. 

FOR NINE YEARS FOLLOWING 1945 WE DENIED THE PEOPLE 
OF VIETNAM THE RIGHT TO INDEPENDENCE. FOR NINE YEARS WE 
VIGOROUSLY SUPPORTED THE FRENCH IN THEIR ABORTIVE EFFORT 
TO RE-COLONIZE VIETNAM. 

BEFORE THE END OF THE WAR WE WERE MEETING 80% OF THE 
FRENCH WAR COSTS. EVEN BEFORE THE FRENCH WERE DEFEATED 
AT DIENBIEN PHU, THEY BEGAN TO DESPAIR OF THEIR RECKLESS 
ACTION, BUT WE DID NOT. WE ENCOURAGED THEM WITH OUR HUGE 
FINANCIAL AND MILITARY SUPPLIES TO CONTINUE THE WAR EVEN 
AFTER THEY HAD LOST THE WILL. 
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' DURING > PERIOD UNITED STATES GOVERNMENTAL ' 

OFFICIA'LS BEGAN TO BRAINWASH THE AMERICAN PUBLIC. JOHN 
FOSTER DULLES ASSIDUOUSLY SOUGHT TO PROVE THAT INDO-CHINA 
WAS ESSENTIAL TO OUR SECURITY AGAINST THE CHINESE COMMUNIST 
PERIL. WHEN A NEGOTIATED SETTLEMENT OF THE WAR WAS 
REACHED IN 1954, THROUGH THE GENEVA ACCORD, IT WAS DONE 
AGAINST OUR WILL. AFTER DOING ALL THAT WE COULD TO 
SABOTAGE THE PLANNING FOR THE GENEVA ACCORD, WE FINALLY 
REFUSED TO SIGN IT. 

SOON AFTER THIS WE HELPED INSTALL NGO DINH DIEM. 

WE SUPPORTED HIM IN HIS BETRAYAL OF THE GENEVA ACCORD AND 
HIS REFUSAL TO HAVE THE PROMISED 1956 ELECTION. WE WATCHED 
WITH APPROVAL AS HE ENGAGED IN RUTHLESS AND BLOODY 
PERSECUTION OF ALL OPPOSITION FORCES. WHEN DIEM'S INFAMOUS 
ACTIONS FINALLY LED TO THE FORMATION OF THE NATIONAL 
LIBERATION FRONT, THE AMERICAN PUBLIC WAS DUPED INTO 
BELIEVING THAT THE CIVIL REBELLION WAS BEING WAGED BY 
PUPPETS FROM HANOI. AS DOUGLAS PIKE WROTE: "IN HORROR, 
AMERICANS HELPLESSLY WATCHED DIEM TEAR APART THE FABRIC 
OF VIETNAMESE SOCIETY MORE EFFECTIVELY THAN THE COMMUNISTS 
HAD EVER BEEN ABLE TO DO IT. IT WAS THE MOST EFFICIENT ACT 
OF HIS ENTIRE CAREER." 

SINCE DIEM'S DEATH, WE HAVE ACTIVELY SUPPORTED ANOTHER 
DOZEN MILITARY DICTATORSHIPS ALL IN THE NAME OF FIGHTING 
FOR FREEDOM. WHEN IT BECAME EVIDENT THAT THESE REGIMES 



COULD NOT DEF( T THE VIETCONG, WE BEGA^jTO STEADILY 
INCREASE OUR FORCES, CALLED THEM "MILITARY ADVISORS" 
RATHER THAN SOLDIERS, < 

TODAY, WE ARE FIGHTING AN ALL-OUT WAR---UNDECLARED 
BY CONGRESS. WE HAVE WELL OVER 400, 000 AMERICAN 
SERVICEMEN FIGHTING IN THAT BENIGHTED AND UNHAPPY COUNTRY. 
AMERICAN PLANES ARE BOMBING THE TERRITORY OF ANOTHER 
COUNTRY, AND WE ARE COMMITTING ATROCITIES EQUAL TO ANY

IT IS ESTIMATED THAT WE SPEND $322, 000 FOR EACH 
ENEMY WE KILL, WHILE WE SPEND IN THE SO-CALLED WAR ON

CLASSIFIED AS "POOR". AND MUCH OF THAT $53.00 GOES FOR 
SALARIES OF PEOPLE WHO ARE NOT POOR. WE HAVE ESCALATED 
THE WAR IN VIETNAM AND DE-ESCALATED THE SKIRMISH AGAINST 
POVERTY. IT CHALLENGES THE IMAGINATION TO CONTEMPLATE 
WHAT LIVES WE COULD TRANSFORM IF WE WERE TO CEASE 
KILLING. , 

AT THIS MOMENT IN HISTORY IT IS IRREFUTABLE THAT OUR 
WORLD PRESTIGE IS PATHETICALLY FRAIL. OUR WAR POLICY 
EXCITES PRONOUNCED CONTEMPT AND AVERSION VIRTUALLY 
EVERYWHERE. EVEN WHEN SOME NATIONAL GOVERNMENTS, FOR 
REASONS OF ECONOMIC AND DIPLOMATIC INTEREST, DO NOT 
CONDEMN US, THEIR PEOPLE IN SURPRISING MEASURE HAVE MADE 
CLEAR THEY DO NOT SHARE THE OFFICIAL POLICY. 

WE ARE ISOLATED IN OUR FALSE VALUES IN A WORLD 
DEMANDING SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC JUSTICE. WE MUST UNDERGO 
A VIGOROUS RE-ORDERING OF OUR NATIONAL PRIORITIES. 
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AMERICA IS A GREAT NATION, BUT IN THIS WAR SHE 
SEEMS BENT ON HER OWN DESTRUCTION. THROUGH RAGGED 
DETERMINATION, SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNOLOGICAL PROGRESS 
AND DAZZLING ACHIEVEMENTS, AMERICA HAS BECOME THE 
RICHEST AND MOST POWERFUL NATION IN THE WORLD. WE 
HAVE BUILT MACHINES THAT THINK AND INSTRUMENTS THAT 
PEER INTO THE UNFATHOMABLE RANGES OF INTERSTELLAR 
SPACE. 


WE HAVE BUILT GARGANTUAN BRIDGES TO SPAN THE 
SEAS AND GIGANTIC BUILDINGS TO KISS THE SKIES. THROUGH 
OUR AIRPLANES AND SPACESHIPS WE HAV£ DWARFED DISTANCE 
AND PLACED TIME IN CHAINS, AND THROUGH OUR SUBWAYS 
WE HAVE PENETRATED OCEANIC DEPTHS. THIS YEAR, OUR 
NATIONAL GROSS PRODUCT WILL REACH THE ASTOUNDING 
FIGURE OF 780 BILLION DOLLARS. ALL OF THIS IS A 
STAGGERING PICTURE OF OUR GREAT POWER. 

BUT HONESTY IMPELS ME TO ADMIT THAT OUR POWER 
HAS OFTEN MADE US ARROGANT, WE FEEL THAT OUR MONEY 
CAN DO ANYTHING. WE ARROGANTLY FEEL THAT WE HAVE 
EVERYTHING TO TEACH OTHER NATIONS AND NOTHING TO LEARN 
FROM THEM. WE OFTEN ARROGANTLY FEEL THAT WE HAVE 
SOME DIVINE, MESSIANIC MISSION TO POLICE THE WHOLE 
WORLD. WE ARE ARROGANT IN NOT ALLOWING YOUNG 
NATIONS TO GO THROUGH THE SAME GROWING PAINS, TURBULENCE 
AND REVOLUTION THAT CHARACTERIZED OUR HISTORY.

ALL OF THIS REVEALS THAT OUR NATION HAS NOT YET USED

POVERTY, RACISM AND MAN'S INHUMANITY TO MAN. ENLARGED 
POWER MEANS ENLARGED PERIL IF THERE IS NOT CONCOMMITANT

STRENGTH. IF OUR NATION'S STRENGTH IS NOT USED RESPONSIBLY

KNOWS THAT AMERICA IS A GREAT MILITARY POWER. WE NEED NOT

WORLD OUR MORAL POWER.

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Dr. King's Causes 


D R. MARTIN LUTJfLR KING is making it increasingly j 
b;i*d for observers to take him seriously as a champion, 
of Negro rights. That cause seems to have taken secood phce 
to his growing fascination with protests and the danger of 
violence as ends is themselves. What interests Dr. King now, 
it seems, Is any course of action that will inflame tempers 
on a mass scale, whether or not it can possibly serve the 
cause of civil rights. : i 

Two of Dr. King’s utterances over the week-end strengthen i 
this feeling: his speech Saturday before an anti-administration' 
"peace" rally at the Chicago Coliseum, and his warnings 
at a Friday press conference that this summer will see protest 
marches and demonstrations that will be "much more mas¬ 
sive and more determined” than those held last summer un¬ 
less more dramatic progress is made against Negro problems 
here. The plans include more open-occupancy marches ec 
Gcero. ‘ A 

Dr. King’s views on Viet Nam are his own business and 
we are not going to criticize them here, except from one. 
standpoint—that of efficiency. It seems clear that if you 
want to get a job done, you concentrate on that job; you do 
not complicate it unnecessarily by borrowing extra trouble, i 
There is only one certain result of Dr. King’s trying to ride 
the anti-war horse as well as his own: It will brand him 
uncompromisingly as an enemy in the eyes of many people 
who might otherwise have listened to what he was saying 
about tivil rights. It will mobilize and multiply resistance 
to the rights movement for the sake of an issue irrelevant 
to U. Dr. King is weakening his own prestige, dividing and 
confusing the Negro rights movement by giving It multiple 
•Inns; and ell, it seems, for the, sake of making as many 
people as possible angry at him.* Is this leadership? 

The plans for more protest marches show the same short; 
.aghtedness. Whatever these marches accomplished at first,-; 1 
k is surely clear that by now they have become counter¬ 
productive. The main result of last summer’s marches was 
to organize and harden resistance to open housing in the 
communities where they took place. In Cicero, for instance, 
one outgrowth of the Labor day march was the formation 
of Citizens for Cicero and Berwyn, an "information” group 
which pounces on any hint of a move to lower the suturbs* 
racial barriers. . j| • 

« According to one Negro pastor, the Rev. Henry Miiiphelj 
of Lawndale’s North Star Missionary Baptist church, the situ* 
ation is worse now than it was before Dr. King started his 
Chicago campaign. In a survey of some 5,000 people in the 
Lawndale area, he said, “only' about 10 said they wasted 
Dr. King to return to Chicago.” 

Dr. King did leave some room for hope. Tho be took' 
some roundhouse swings at the leadership council formed to 
carry out last summer’s "summit” agreement on open hous¬ 
ing, he conceded that all was not lost; that there are "many 
dffcent, respected and sincere persons on the council who have 
not broken faith.” I^e do not believe anyone has broken filth 
intends to, and can only hope that Dr. King can be per. 
auaded not to break his. . 

We appeal to him to start concentrating ©a making prog¬ 
ress instead of making enemies. Believe U or not. Dr. Xing,

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On March 25 , 1967 , a confidential source who 
has furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
he had learned that Martin Luther King and Stanley Levison 
were in conference on that date Their contact was 
regard to matters pertinent to the SCLC. 
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Levison was very concerned over King’s involvement 
in anti-Vietnam war activities and in particular, the effect 
it will have on the SCLC. Levison had In mind King’s decision 
to participate in the April 15', 1967 , anti-war demonstration 
to be held in New York City (NYC) outside the United Nations 
(UN) headquarters. In elaborating, Levison pointed out 
that the SCLC had to bear in mind that in the fund raising 
,* letters which it had sent out, no mention was ever made of 
the peace issue and no request was made for money for peace 
activities Levison was of the opinion that King woul^be 
,asked by the press to explain why that was not done ^

* King was of the opinion that something should be 

sent to SCLC contributors explaining that his involvement 
fin peace activities was a matter of personal conscience on ^ 
Nhis part and that as an organization, the SCLC is basically® 

1 committed to civil rights activities, and that it does not^ 
use any of. its funds for peace activities • 
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Communist Infiltration of the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) 
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Levison was in agreement with King's suggestion 
and commented that contributions to the SCLC had not fallen 
off as a consequence of King's recent statements on the 
Vietnam war. Levison’s apprehension over King's decision 
to get involved was not due to any specific criticism or 
loss of funds but instead, was anticipatory of future complaints,. 
Levison pointed out that their fund raising activities are 
for civil rights and not for peace activities It was his 
feeling that a fraud would be committed if some explanation ^ 
was not made to contributors Levison agreed to handle the ® 
matter himself, thereby relieving King of the responsibilities 
inherent to such a task. 


Levison inquired of King if he had been told about 
a letter which Joan Daves (publishers representative) had 
received from Norman Cousins, the Editor of the "Saturday 
Review", pointing out that this publication would not run 
any of King's articles or any of the SCLC's material, since 
King and his organization had become active in the anti-war 
demonstrations, Cousins said the name of King and the SCLC 
would be mud within six months, therefore, it would not be 
profitable to run any of their articles. King commented that 
he had sent Andrew Young, the Executive Director of the SCLC, 
to see Cousins to explain the positions of King and the SCLC. 
Levison wanted to know if Cousins changed hisopirion after 
being informed that it was a matter of conscience on King's 
part which had changed his position on the war in Vietnam 
Cousins 1 position was such that he felt that peace demonstrations 
were "Hate America" forces and that they would end up 
doing more harm than good; that they would bring about a - 
climate that would really call more for escalation than J5- 
de-escalation. Levison was of the opinion that Norman Cousins 
had always been very much in the right wing of the peace 
movement. 


Another matter considered by Levison and King was 
the SCLC's program in Chicago It was Levison who brought 
up what he described as the housing proposition and in that 
regard, said he had informed Chauncey Eskridge (Chicago attorney 
and advisor to King) that he would contribute $7300.00 and £ 
another $1,000.00 toward the expenses incident to the program 
The expenses, Levison commented, have already amounted to 
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over $4,000 00 and he did not see any possibility of 
them decreasing in the future The one thing about the program 
which bothers Levison is the lack of competence of the people 
who are administering the program Consequently, he felt 
a very serious responsibility to the businessmen of Chicago 
who have put their money in the venture. Levison advised 
King to explain the rifiks inherent to these men and to get^A 
their word that they are doing this voluntarily. 

King, the source advised, has already contacted 
the men who have a business interest in the Chicago project 
and came away with their support after being told by King 
that their risks were minimized. After learning this, Levison 
was incensed that King had assured them of such a thing. 

He inquired as to whom King had relied upon as his economic 
advisors and after learning that Chauncey Eskridge and Jess 
Gill had been consulted, commented that neither know anything 
about economics. 


It was King's impression that all the Chicago 
business investors had agreed to stay with the project, and 
had unanimously agreed with the idea of six per cent interest. 
But what is actually needed to get the project underway, 
according to King, is $25,000.00 to $30,000 00 Levison 
expressed pessimism, but agreed to leave a certain amount 
of money in the project because he Is willing to risk it 
In order to do something constructive. 



King wanted to know if Levison would be able to 
attend the forthcoming meeting of the SCLC Board. Levison# 
was not certain that he would, since he was away for a coug^e 
of weeks, during which time his personal business suffered 
considerably. 


The source said that he was also able to ascertain 
that King informed Levison of a meeting which he. King, had ^ 
attended in Atlanta, Georgia, last week, during which time 
he put on paper the kind of structure the SCLC should have. ^ 
It was King's impression that the Executive Staff of the SCLC 
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received his recommendations very enthusiastically In 
elaborating^ King mentioned that he was trying to get an 
Executive Director for the Chicago operation and T. Y. Ro&prs,> 
as Director of Affiliates and .Joseph Lowery as Executive t 
Secretary.( V v\ r 


Levison and King ended their conference with 
Levison’s reassurance thatKfcg was taking the right stand on 
the Vietnam war. King acknowledged that he would probably / 
get a lot of criticism^ but was of the opinion that this 
country's position is so wrong that a prophecy is needed. t 
It was his opinion that he should be the prophet to inform ^ 
the country of this fact! yv_A ^

On March 27, 1967 , a confidential source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that 
information had come to his attention which disclosed that 
Martin Luther King, the President of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC), Stanl eytLev ison and JoaWffiaves 
the ^ubIisMrjs_repres entati ve, of Kind's ^ooksj were ih 
conference on that date.

Daves pointed out that with regard to King's 
latest book, various chapters were sent out to magazines 
including the "Saturday Evening Post", but none agreed to 
publish. It was Kinp^s decision to publish a book and not 
try to get other magazines to publish his works. His decision 
was on advice from Levison that he should not try to get his 
book printed in magazine installments since it was his 
opinion that the time is not right for this kind of book.*^^^ 

Uith regard to King’s personal plans, it was learned 
that he would be in Louisville, Kentucky on March 28, 1967, 
and would remain there until Friday, March 31, 1967.

Following their conference with Joan Daves, 

Levison and King met together during which time they 
discussed the whole question as to how to approach 
foundations, in light of King's stand on Vietnam. Both 
men agreed that they might not be able to get the support 
of the foundations, so instead of having to rely on the 
foundations, they should think of other avenues through which 
they could get funds for the SCLC and for King personally. 
Consequently, they decided that a meeting would be held in 
New York City on Tuesday, April 4, 1967, to discuss this ^ 


matter. Among those who are expected to attend are Harry_® 
■Machtel, Chauncey^fiskridge ( Chicago attorney ) and Jessie_ M 

It was also repealed that on the same date as the 


New York meeting of April 4, 1967, King will attend and 
address a meeting at the Riverside Church, New York, New York 
the purpose of which will be to neutralize any adverse. 
criticism he might receive for having agreed to participate 
in the march against the war in Vietnam scheduled for 
April 15, 1967. The march in question is the one being 
sponsored by the Spring Mobilization Committee to End the 
Mar in Vietnam which is to commence in Central Park, New York 
and go to the United Nations. 


The address which King will make on Tuesday night 
at Riverside Church will be attended by students from Union 
Theological Seminary, Columbia University and by people from 
every walk of life. Along with the address. King will make 
a press statement explaining why he felt the need for taking 
a greater stand against the war and also making it clear i # 
that it was his own decision and did not involve the SCLC.^ 


In discussing his trip to New York on Tuesday, King 
set the meeting v/ith Levison and other advisors for 10:00 a.m 
at the New York Hilton Hotel. In this regard, Levison desire 
to make a statement to Uachtel and the others in attendance 
that he has King's pennission to hold finance meetings in 
King's absence. It is felt by Levison that M ac htel hesitate 
to act in the absence of King which delays Levison in his 
fund raising activities in behalf of the SCLC.
